London, Dec. 22—Premier Asquith 
is the theme of today’s editorials by 
reason of his Liverpool mg The 
Radical] Star declares, “The people 
know they have a prime minister who 
is a strong man and not a Balfour.

Asquith made 
a very deep and just observation that 
the protagonists in the assault upon 
representative government are eXx-pro- 
consuls men, like Curzon and Lord 
Milner, who had their training in 
barbarous or semi-civilized countries, 
who attempt to applp maxims of Asi- 
atic or African despotism on the free 
people of England,

The trainmen 
refuse to order tramps from the ears 
on account of the zero weather, 

Antelopes Invade Town. 

Pueblo, Colo., Dec. 22.—An extra- 
ordinary result of the cold spelt here 
bas been the driving of a horde of 
antelope to civilization. Yesterdoy 
eighteen appeared on the streets of 
Pueblo in the west side and were the 
object of pity and wonder. They 
were apparently suffering from lack 
of food and had come in from the 
Greenhorn range. The law pro- 
hibits their slaughter. After wander- 
ing about the west side for several 
hours they set off on the run for the 
foothills about dark. Reports from 
all over the state show that game as 
well as live stock is suffering.

of the witnesses, their award was set 
aside. The arbitrators were: Orlando 
Burh, of Stratheona, for the C. & E 
company; Jas. M. Douglas, the present 
member of parliament for the Strath- 
cana constituency, for the owner, D. 
H. McKinnon; and Geo. J. Kinnaird, 
of Edmonton, third arbitrater. 

Agbitrators Bush and Kinnaird filed 
ansuward for $2,900, the amount of 
fered by the railway company for lots 
16 and 17, in block C, Stratheona, Ar- 
bitrator Douglas dissenting and fixing 
the value at $4,700, 

The case was heard and argued be- 
fore the full court at its iast sitting 
m Edmonton, in September, D. H. 
McKinnon, the plaintiff, eonductod 
his own case, and J. D, Hyndman, of 
Dawson & Hyndman, appeared for the 
defendant railway company. 

The court having set aside the award 
of the majority of the arbitrators, it 
became its duty to fix the value itself 
which it did at $4,700, alewiug Mr, 
MeKinnon the costs of the appeal and 
of the arbitration.

Arbitrary Action of Provincial Govern. 
ment on the Power Question. 


Winnipeg, Dec, 22—In the course of 
a brief interview at the C. N. R. de- 
pot, last night, Hon. A. G. McKay 
spoke of matters in which he is in- 
terested, 

“The difficulty in the power ques 
tion in Cntario,” he said, in reply to 
an inquiry, “is readily comprehens- 
ible. The Ontario government made 
au proposition to the municipalities to 
deliver power at the city gate at a 
certain price, $18, $20 or $22, as the 
cuse might be. The city or munici- 
pality concerned was to distribute 
the power, The municipalities voted 
on this proposition and accepted it 
After it had been accepted by four 
wen or fifteen municipalities, the gov- 
esnmeny changed the scheme and de- 
cided that the power would be sold 
at Niagara, not at the city gates, and 
tliat the cost of transmission would 
be charged up against the various 
municipalities, whatever that cos 
might be. They decided arbitrarily 
what the vote taken on the first pro- 
position should be held as binding the 
municipality on the sedond proposi- 
tion, and they legislated so that any 
ratepayers, bringing action for dam- 
ages owing to the change in the pro- 
position, should be shut out of the 
courts. We are not opposed to the 
power, proposition, but we hold thas 
the action of the government in ap- 
plying the vote to the first proposi- 
tion wo the second proposition, and 
in shutting iatepayers out of the 
courts Was arbitrary. The question
